I. WHAT IS. GAMBLING? 


What is gambling? It is seeking 
to get something for nothing. It 
is making a bad living while good 
people make an honest living. It 
fs loafing in the daytime and 
robbing the greedy and ignorant 
at night. It is trusting in luck 
and chance and not in God. It is 
the lazy man’s philosophy of life. 
It is the cultivation of the lowest 
in man: deceit, graft, fraud, lying, 
cheating, laziness, and the love of 
gain without giving something 
equa] in return. Gambling smoth- 
ers religious instincts, chokes the 
word of God sown in the heart, 
hardens the heart, callouses con- 
science, and brands man with 
materialism. Gambling permeates 
life with the “get money” spirit, 
the love of which is the root of 
all kinds of evil, causing men to 
“fall into temptation and a snare 
and into many foolish and hurtful 
lusts, which drown men in destruc- 
tion and perdiction . . . which 
while some covet after, they have 
erred from the faith and pierced 
themselves through with many 
sorrows (I Tim. 6:9-10; Mk. 4:19). 


Canon Green defines. gambling 
as: “An agreement between two 
parties whereby the transfer of 
something of value from, one to 
another is made to depend on an 
uncertain event, mere chance, in 
such a way that the gain of one 
is balanced by the loss of the 
other.” In cther words, to eat the 
other fellow must starve. To be 
happy the other must. become 
unhappy. To have life, the other 
must die. The robbers who robbed 
the man on the road to Jericho 
said, “Thine is mine” and took it 
by force. The gambler says,.‘‘Thine 
is going to be mine, but I will 
make you think that mine is going 
to become thine.” Gambling is a 
black plague sweeping over the 
nation like an epidemic, subtle as 
the liquor traffic, treacherous as 
the Japs and dangerous as serpent 
poison. The tragedy is not that so 
many people gamble, but that so 
many church people gamble. You 
card-playing church member, offi- 
cer, teacher, listen to what Gypsy 
Smith told: A boy came down to 
breakfast with $250.00 in bills in 
his hands. His mother cried out: 
“My boy a gambler! Do you not 
know that your mother is a mem- 
ber and officer in the church?” 
When the boy asked where the 
mother got the vase which she 
won at a game of cards, he then 
said, “The only difference is that 
I played for money: If you will 
take that vase back, I will take 
the money back.”

<22It is important to note that 
President Roosévelt did not get

He was elected by 
blocs of voters who voted as they 
were specially organized to vote, 
on information supplied by pres-

ganda, arraying one class against 
another... They were encouraged 
to vote purely for selfish motives 
to get certain privileges for labor 
groups by electing Roosevelt. 
Often the voters were coerced. 
Any man’s fature on the job 
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might be imperilled by opposing 
labor leaders. Roosevelt’s ma- 
jority was piled up largely 


‘through the use of big slush funds, 


controlled by labor leaders, not 
controlled by labor union member- 
ship. Companies are made to pay 
union dues into the union treas- 
ury for the. workers, which the 
workers themselves would not 
pay.

And now, in the attack upon 
private business, in the seizure 
of Montgomery Ward plants in 
many cities, President Roosevelt 
is paying off election debts.

1 What the President’s Seizure of 


Montgomery Ward Means 


When I show how the seizure 
of Montgomery Ward affects four 
groups in American life, and to

When every employee of 
Ward's is compelled to pay union 
dues into treasuries controlled by 
union Dosses, union bosses 
have plenty. ‘of! “money to spend 
for whatever purposes they de- 
sire. The result is a wickedly 
unAmerican political power, put 
into the hands of union bosses. 


2 The meaning Of Ward’s 
seizure to President Roosevelt 
and the New Deal.

cannot control, will be forced by 
the government to do so, if they 
do not want to give up their 
jobs. The government does not 
require even a report to the 
union on expenditure of union 
money, does not require report 
to the government of the labor 
union money spent for political 
purposes, as it requires of other 
organizations. The government 
is clearly taking sides between 
the common labo¥ing man and 
the crooked labor boss, and is 
deciding in these cases for the 
labor boss. And President Roose- 
velt is willing to use the United 
States Army to build his political 
fences in this case at the expense 
of the common working people. 
In the Chicago Montgomery 


Ward store on December 15, 1944, 


ninety per cent of the employees 
through a signed petition de- 
clared against the maintenance 
of membership requirement. 
Spokesman for the unionized em- 
ployees of the four seized stores 
at Detroit have openly stated 
that -they do not desire main- 
tenance of membership. But the 
President desires maintenance of 
membership. The New Deal can 
‘get more votes by making people 
join the union and be under the 
influence of labor bosses. The 
action of the administration in 
seizing the Montgomery Ward 
stores takes away the rights of 
common working people. I be- 
lieve that people ought to have 
a right to join the union, or not 
to join. I believe that people 
ought to be allowed to pay union 
dues if they want to, but not 
compelled to pay them. Mont- 
gomery Ward has openly and re- 
peatedly declared it is not against 
unions. The employees are mem- 
bers of a union. Montgomery 
Ward, like other American in- 
stitutions, is against coercing 
common workmen to join a union 
against. their will and _ taking 
their momey by coercion to use 
for political purposes that they 
do not endorse. 


4. What the Montgomery Ward 
seizure means tothe American 
peop What does this high- 
handed seizure by armed forces 
of an American business not in 
war production mean to me and 
to you, to businessmen, farmers, 
home owners in America? It 
means that the President may, 
on his own .whim any time he 
desires to do so, seize my prop- 
erty or yours, contrary to the 
Constitutional safeguards, con- 
trary to American law, and do 
it for political purposes. Mont- 
gomery Ward stores were not in 
war production. The Sword of 
the Lord Publishers are not in 
war production. If the President 
can seize one he can seize the 
other. The Constitution makes 
it the supreme law of the land 
that “no person shall be deprived 
of life, liberty, or property with- | 
out due process of law.” The 
courts of the land Have held that 
the War Labor: Board directives 
are legally unenforcable, that 
these advices from a bureau are 
not the law of the land and can- 
not be enforced by law. So for 
the. President to seize The Sword 
of the Lord Publishers or your 
grocery store, or your» farm, 
when the military safety of the 
‘United States does not. require 


it would be contrary to law. But 


it would not be any more con- 
trary to law than his seizure of 
Montgomery Wards. As Mr. 
Sewell Avery, the chairman of 
the board of Montgomery Ward 
recently said in a telegram to 
the President, “Wards has been 


singled out for unequal treat-. 
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ment. The army has been used 
to enforce orders of questions 
legality without first giving the 
courts an opportunity to make a 
decision. These are the methods 
of dictatorship.” We do not want 
a Hitler or a Stalin in the White 
House. We do not want anybody 
using the army to gain political 
control, to put common labor un- 
der the control of the labor bosses 
who favor Roosevelt. We do not 
want a military dictatorship in 
America. The liberties of Amer- 
ican people are desperately in 
danger by this illegal, high- 
handed, military seizure of peace- 
time business which has no direct 
relation to the war effort. 


2. How does the Ward seizure 
affect the war effort? For one 
thing, it occupies a great group 
of army officers and soldiers here 
building the President’s political 
fences when they ought to be 
helping to win the war. When 
the cry on every hand is that 
more manpower must be drafted 
from the farms and from other 
businesses and compelled to work 
in war factories if not drafted 
for the army, here the President 
deliberately wastes some specially 
trained soldiers, from a general 
in rank on down to privates in 


away the rights of American 
people, coercing laboring people 
to join unions, paying a political 
debt to labor union leaders, and 
trying to make sure of his own 
election for a fifth term! Be- 
sides the waste in manpower 
which is inexcusable, the Presi- 
dent is helping to arouse class 
hatred, to array labor “against 
management, and to divide the 
American people, while he takes 
away their liberties. All this is 
bound to have a bad effect on 
the loyalty of millions of people 
who do not feel that the Presi- 
dent puts the war effort first as 
he ought to. Morale suffers 
when leaders in a time of na- 
tional crisis prove. themselves 
self-seeking, prejudiced, and 


the sorry business of taking: 


showing favoritism to one group 
as against another group. 

What can we do? First, all 
of us ought to pray. Second, you 
should get in touch with your 
Congressman and Senator, urging 
that the ill-used war powers of 
the President be controlled by 
Congress. Third, it would be very 
helpful if you would write or 
wire the president, using respect- 
ful language, but protesting 
against the illegal and unAmer- 
ican seizure of a private busi- 
ness, for the purpose of political 
gain in wartime. 


Since this article was started 
the President has fired Jesse 
Jones, Secretary of Commerce, 
and appointeq the radical former 
Vice-president Henry Wallace, 
who was rejected by the Amer- 
ican people and could not be 
elected Vice-president for another 
term. And though Wallace had 
no financial training or back- 
ground and though the President 
plainly admits that Jesse Jones 
has done a remarkable financial 
work, he is willing to put an un- 
trained man without financial ex- 
perience in charge of the distri- 
bution of billions of dollars of 
money in America and in foreign 
countries. And why is this known 
radical, this man with Com- 
munistic sympathies, appointed 
to this most influential and im- 
portant place in the Cabinet? The 
President frankly says that it is 
a reward for political help in the 
campaign. Jesse Jones was not 
a political help to -him; Henry 
Wallace was a political help. 
Hence, Jones is fired and Wallace 
appointed. It seems nearly cer- 


tain that Congress will not ap-. 


prove such an outrageous appoint- 
ment, simply paying a political 
debt at the expense of the Amer- 
ican welfare.- Remember that a 
good Christian is also a good 
citizen. Carelessness and _ irre- 
sponsibility on the part of the 
voter is wicked just as. selfish- 
ness and irresponsibility is wicked 
in a governmental office holder. 
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Where Is the Difference?

came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in J udah; _re- 
joiced.” 


From the above, it.is clear that 
from all the other tribes of Israel 
many gathered to Jerusalem and 
were with Judah when Judah was 
carried into captivity. 


In II Chronicles 35:3 the Serip- 
ture says, “And said unto the 
Levites that taught all Israel, 
which were holy unto the Lord. 
Put the holy ark in the house 
which Solomon the son of David 
king of Israel. did. build; it shall 
not be a burden upon your shoul- 
ders: servé now’ the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel.” 


In the same chapter, verses -17 
and 18 say: “And the children of 
Israel that were present kept the 
passover at that time, and the 
feast of unleavened bread seven 
days. And there was no passover 
like to that kept:in Israel. from 
the days of Samuel the prophet; 
neither did all the kings of Israel 
keep such a passover as. Josiah 
kept, and. the priests, andthe 


_ Levites, and all..Judah and Israel 


that were present, and the .inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem.” . 


There can be no doubt but that 


' God was gathering together a 


remnant of all ‘the ‘tribes at Jer- 
usalem, and that they ‘represent 
the whole nation’ Israel. Then 
when Judah. was carried into. cap- 
tivity, it was really a group rep- 
resenting all the twelve tribes, 
and not only Benjamin, Judah and 
the Levites. 


Il. The Jews Who Came Back 
From The Captivity Repre- 
- gented The Entire Nation 
Israel 


It is easy to prove that the Jews 
who returned from the captivity 
in Babylon represented all the 
twelve tribes and were officially 
counted “Israel’’ in God's sight. 
Notice the following interesting 
facts: 


1. Cyrus, king of Persia, in his 


- official proclamation allowing the 


return to Jerusalem, included all 
Israel. In II Chronicles -36:23, 
that proclamation is quoted thus: 
“Thus saith Cyrus king. of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth 
hath the Lord God of Heaven 
given me; and he hath charged 


‘me to build him an house in 


Jerusalem, which is in Judah. 
Who is there among you of all 
his people? The Lord his God be 
with him, and let him go up.” The 
proclamation is to ‘‘all his people’”’ 
—that is literally, all of God’s 
people in all of Israel. 


.The same. proclamation is, quo- 
ted in Ezra 1:3: “Who is there 
among you of all his people? his 


God be with him, and let him} 


go up to Jerusalem .. .” 


Remember that Cyrus was king | 


over the then known world, and 


all the twelve tribes were under 


his jurisdiction. In fact, those 
carried into captivity from the 
northern kingdom and those from 
the southern’ kingdom were in the 


‘with the return. . There 
doubt that: more of the tribe of 


same benetal region of Babylon, 
and the. proclamation was as 
much to those of the other tribes 
as to the tribe of Judah. 


Those who responded. for the 
proclamation are mentioned in 
Ezra 1:5. “Then rose up the chief 
of the fathers of Judah and. Ben- 
jamin, .and the: priests, and the 
Levites, WITH ALL THEM 
WHOSE SPIRIT GOD HAD: 
RAISED, ‘to go up to build the 
house of the Lord which. “is in. 
Jerusalem.” Not only those of 


Judah and’ Benjamin, the priests 
and Levites, but all those of other 


tribes whose spirit God Had raised’ 


to goto’ Jerusalem, went. back 
is no 


Judah went back than of other } 
tribes, but it was not the. ‘whole 


tribe of Judah, but just a rem- 
nant, as it was only a rémnant 


of the other tribes ‘which’ went 
back. ° Most ‘of the-whole~ nation 


‘Israel’‘remained in the far coun- 


try, but: a remnant of all thé 
tribes: went ‘back to Judah, and 


these .were the Jews of ‘the time 


of Christ, from whom the Jews of 
today ate descended. 


2.- The remnant carried back 
to Judah were several times 
called, “all Israel.” 

For example, in Ezra 2:70 we 
are told, “So the priests, and the 
Levites, and some of the people, 
and the singers, and the porters, 
and the Nethinims, dwelt in their 
cities, and all Israel in their .cit- 
ies.” When God says “and all 
Israel in their cities’, it is evi- 
dent that God regards this rem- 
nant which has gone back from 
the captivity, as all Israel. 


Again, a second expedition of 
Israelites from the captivity re- 
turned to Jerusalem under Ezra. 
That.is described in Ezra 7:7 as 
follows: “And there went up some 
of the children of Israel, and of 
the’ priests, and the Levites, and 
the singers, and the porters, and 
the Nethinims, unto Jerusalem, in 
the seventh year of Artaxerxes 
the king.” The Bible, carefully 
dictated by the Holy Spirit of 
God, here plainly says that those 
who went back represented, not 
Judah, but the nation Israel. 


Concerning Ezra’s request that 
he be allowed to go and take an 
expedition to Jerusalem, Artax- 
erxes, 
a decree similar to that made be- 
fore Cyrus. He said, as recorded 
in Ezra 7:13, “I make a decree, 
that all they of the people ‘of 
Israel, and of his priests and 
Levites, in my realm; which are 
minded of their own freewill to 
go up to Jerusalem, go with thee.’ 


It is certainly clear’ that 
Artaxerxes, and Ezra, like King 
Cyrus, all intended that the group 
which went back to Jerusalem 


should represent the whole nation | 


Israel “all they of the people of 
Israel’, in the words of. the king’s 
decree. It is equally certain that 
those of all Israel really returned. 

In Ezra 7:28, in the last half of 
the verse, Ezra says, )

3. Twelve priests were selected 
to represent the twelve tribes, in 
carrying the treasure back to 
Jerusalem:

Nehemiah 11:20 says, “And the 
residue of Israel, of the priests, 
and the Levites, were in all the 
cities of Judah, every one in his 
inheritance.” Notice that though 
they are in the cities of Judah, 
the remnant is “the residue of 
Israel.” This is the group which 
God officially recognizes as. the 
whole nation Israel, and.it is com- 
posed of people of every tribe. 

Nehemiah 12:47 says, “‘And all 
Israel in the days of Zerubbabel, 
and in the days of Nehemiah, gave 
the portions of the singer and the 
porters, every day his portion: 
and they sanctified holy things 
unto the Levites; and the Levites 
sanctified them unto the children 
of Aaron.” Obviously, this rem- 
nant in Palestine after: the cap- 
tivity, is “all Israel.” Some peo- 
ple of all the tribes remained in 
Babylon, but the official repre- 
sentatives of all the tribes, in 


God's counting, were now back in. 


Palestine. 


Thus the Jews of today, as the 
Jews in the time of Christ, repre- 
sent all the twelve tribes.’

same people. 


Now with this much in mind 
from the Old Testament, if you 
read the Gospels and the book 
of Acts, and the Epistles in the 
New Testament, you will see that 
the Jews in Palestine in the time 
of Christ are repeatedly. called 
Israel, and are recognized as the 
whole house of Israel in God's 


sight.: A simple example is Acts 
2:36; where Peter is preaching at 
Jerusalem to the leaders of Israel: 
‘He says, 
house of Israel know. assuredly, 
that God hath made that same 
Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
‘both © Lord “and: Christ.” This 
means. that -Jesus was officially 
‘erucified by. the. leaders of all 
Israel, combined with Herod and 
Pilate. It also means that Peter 
was then.preaching to the official- 
ly responsible leaders of:all Israel. 
The Jews in the time of Christ 
‘were the whole nation Israel. 

Another example is James 1:1, 
There the book of James is ad- 
dressed to “the twelve tribes 
which are scattered abroad, greet- 
ing.” And the content of the book 
of James shows clearly. that it 
was addressed to Christians, not 
to heathen people. In fact it,was 
addressed to Christian Jews, those 
who had been dispersed from 
Jerusalem by the great persecu- 
tion in the time of Saul. The 
| book of James was likely the first 
New Testament book writen, cer- 
tainly one of the first. And the 
Jews to whom it was.written were 
addressed as the’: twelve tribes of 
Israel.

1: PILATE CONFESSED THAT 


CHRIST WAS RIGHTEOUS, YET 


AND CRUCIFIED 
HIM 


Pilate heard ‘every railing accu- 
sation against Christ. He -ex- 
amined every witness, he. inter- 
viewed Christ Himself, he _ per- 
ceived. that Jesus was innocent. 
Not only so but he perceived in his 
soul that Christ was someone 
more than mere man. His-frantic 
efforts to deliver Him suggests 
this. 


And Pilate confessed the righte- 
ousness of Christ. ‘I find no fault 
in this man.” He was fully per- 
suaded in his own mind that Jesus 
was righteous, good and just. He 
said so, and said it openly. But 
Pilate nevertheless rejected Christ; 
gave his verdict. against Him, and 
crucified Him. 

Who is Pilate’s brother tonight? 
The man jin, this church who des- 
pite all the infidel accusations 
made against the Son of God is 
yet convinced that Christ was 
righteous. You have heard the in- 
fidel deny His holy virgin birth, 
His atoning death, and His bodily 
resurrection. You have heard the 
rationalist impugn the veracity of 
Christ by declaring Him to be a 
child of His day, assenting the 
tradition that had no*fdundation 
in fact. You have heard the athe- 
ist try to sweep Him out of ex- 
istence altogether by declaring 
Him to be a myth. 


But you believe otherwise. You 
know better. You have seen evi- 
dence to the contrary. You are 

nvinced that Christ lived, was 
DB ein-born, died, and rose again 

xactly as the Bible declares, You 

have’ heard witnesses for and 
against Christ and you are con- 
vinced that He is the holy Son 
of God. You reject the infidel and 
rationalistic testimony of unbe- 
lievers and you acknowledge. that 
He is the Saviour of.the world. 


But—and here you show your 
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kinship with Pilate—you reject 
{the desire of this blessed Son of 
God to enter your heart, you deny 
Him His blood-bought right to 
rule your life, you refuse to take 
your stand for Christ before a 
world that rejects Him, and when 


no instead of yes ‘to the Saviour: 


join hands with His murderers in 
saying, “Away with him,” and you } 
watch Him unmoved as He goes to 
the cross to be crucified for your 
sins. Is not this portrait of Pilate 
your -portrait ?: 

Who then is Pilate’s brother? 
It is the man who knows enough 
of Jesus Christ to know that He 


the world’s Saviour, yet who lacks 
the moral courage to stand for 
Him before an ungodly world, and 
by rejecting Christ, crucifies afresh 
the Son of God. 


Il. PILATE WAS WARNED AND 
ENTREATED BY HIS: WIFE 


The wife of this pagan official 
was in touch with. God. On the 
day of the trial God came to her 
in a dream. In that dream she 
saw Jesus Christ. She was given 
to see the doom of. those who op- 
posed Christ. Pilate’s wife awoke, 
overwhelmed with anxiety. She 
hastily penned a letter of warning. 
This note of entreaty, of concern 
for her husband’s danger, was de- 
livered to Pilaté»as*he sat on the 
jJudge’s bench. It shook his soul; 
it awakened his «conscience; it 
opened his eyes: it said, Do noth- 
ing against this just man for I 
have suffered many things this 
rday ina dream because of Him. 


| My friend unsaved, has not God 
given you loved ones whose hearts 
are concerned for your soul's sal- 
rvation ? That praying mother, now 
rperhaps in Heaven; that Christian 
twife still spared to be with you, 
who prays for you, and in secret 
weeps for you before God _ that 
‘you might be saved—have they 
not warned you, and urged you, 
and entreated you? Yet you go 
‘on unheeding, saying by your re- 
fusal of Christ, “Away with him,” 
and by your continuance in Sin, 
crucifying afresh the righteous 
Son of God. Are you not Pilate’s 
brother ? 


I-would ring this cry of Pilate’s 
wife in the soul of every Christian 
woman in this church tonight. 
Have you loved ones who are not 
on the side of the Son of God? 
Husband, father, brother, son, 
friend? O woman, in God’s name 
use your influence, your voice, 
your winsomeness, your prayers 
and your tears to win these men 
for God. God have mercy on the 
prayerless wife. God forgive the 
unconcerned mothers and sisters. 
May God help you, my sister, to 
write a letter to someone - far 
away from God. God. help you to 
speak to them, to warn them and 
to urge them. 


I had spoken thus to the wom- 
en in a church one Sunday night 
and next morning a man, a Major 
in the Canadian Army, came into 
the church office and said, “Sir, I 
am a stranger to you but I have 
come twenty miles today to tell 
you I am a saved man, I am saved 
because of three reasons.” He then 
pulled a card from his pocket and 
quoted first a verse from Acts 
which promised remission of sins.

Ill. PILATE TRIED IN VAIN 
TO GET CHRIST OFF HIS 
HANDS 


Jesus of Nazareth was the most 
uncomfortable fact Pilate had ever 
encountered. He was in an agony 
of apprehension over his attitude 


toward Christ. He knew it would 


be a sin against justice, his con- 
science, his. wife, his soul, and his 
God, to crucify him. So he tried 
to evade the issue by getting 
Christ out of his ~-hands. | 
He sent him first to Herod, 
Jesus was a Galilean, Herod was 
Tetrarch of Galilee. He will let 
Herod decide the fate of Christ. 


But his evasion was in vain. He- 


rod was pleased. He accepted Pi- 
late’s act as an act of courtesy 
and to return the compliment he 
sent Jesus ,back to Pilate again! 


Pilate then handed Christ over 
to’ the Jewish leaders. He told 
them to judge Jesus according to 
their law. But the Jews had de- 
termined that Christ would die 
and their law had no power to 
sentence a man to death. So to 


Pilate’s consternation they came | 


back, bringing Jesus with them, 
and once more Pilate faced the 
Son-of God. 


Finally he offered him to the 
people. He would let the crowd 
decide this issue. He will place 
by the side of Jesus a murderer. 
Then he will offer to liberate one 
of the two. Pilate never believed 
they would reject a righteous man 
who had healed their sick and 
blessed their little children and 
instead choose a murderer. But 
the multitude cried, “Away with 
this man and give us Barabbas,” 
and Pilate was face to face with 
the inevitable, inescapable, un- 
avoidable Christ. 


My friend unsaved, if I know 
your heart, you do not want to 
run foul of Jesus Christ by re- 
jecting Him. You do not want to 
be His enemy. You do not want 
to send Him to the cross. But on 
the other hand you are not willing 
to displease the world, and break 
with the. world, and give up your 
sins. Listen! Jesus Christ is on 
your hands tonight and you can- 
not get rid of Him. If you do not 
receive Him, you reject Him. If 
you do not serve Him, you crucify 


Him. If you do not say yes to 


Him, you say no. It is one thing 
or the other. Which will it be? 


“You must. do something with 
Jesus, 

You must do something Sonatehik’ 

Will you accept? Or will you re- 
ject? 

You will do something, tonight.” 


IV. PILATE REFUSED TO DE- 
LIVER A SOUL FROM DEATH 

Think of the heartlessness of 
Pilate. He actually allowed an 
innocent man to be taken to exe- 
cution. He knew the Jews had 


lied. He knew that. to. deliver|in that very. generation and Jo 


Jesus to them would be legalized 
murder. He knew he was the only 
one who could save this prisoner 
from death. Yet he let Him go to 
His death. He refused to speak 
the word that would acquit Jesus 
Christ. 


There are many professing 
Christians who-.in. this respect 
bear a- striking resemblance to 
Pontius.Pilate. They will not lift 
a hand or raise their voice to save 
a soul from death. ‘All around 
them in their homes, and church- 
es, and offices, and stores, and 
workshops are men and ‘women 
under sentence of death. These 
are prisoners of sin, facing the 


gallows’ of enternal shame and. 
And God has given us. 
good news for the devil’s prison- 


regret. 


ers. He has purchased pardon for 
\them. If some are urged and 


warned and prayed for they will 
be saved. 


But some are trying to escape 
this eternal law of responsibility. 
They remain passive and silent 
while multitudes go on to death. 

I was burdened the other day 
for the unsaved in the homes of 
this congregation. I was praying 
for them, for this one and that 
one. I had spoken .to some. ‘I 
was troubled that the days 
seemed so. short I could not go to 


all who needed a personal word. | 


But God said to me, “The days 
are long enough, I do not require 
you to do more than you can 
faithfully do. I have planned that 
others should witness personally 
also. I want you in my name to 
call on all my peeple to help you 
in reaching the lost in this con- 
gregation. If it must all be done 
by you, some will never be 
reached. Lay upon them also this 
responsibility. Tell them that, ‘if 
the watchman see the sword 
come upon the land and blow not 
the trumpet and the people be not 
warned . . their blood will I 
require at the watchman’s hand!’ ”’ 
So I am telling. you this my peo- 
ple, you who have loved ones and 
friends and neighbors unsaved. 
God wants to reach them. He is 
working very wonderfully in these 
days of revival here to touch 
them. This is a day of His power. 
The hour is come for your loved 
ones to be saved. Deliver them 
from death. Plead with your aged 
father to be saved as I have 
pleaded with mine. Plead with 
that brother and that sister. God 
will save them if we do our part. 
If you do not try to deliver them 
from death, what better are you 
than Pilate? 


V. PILATE’S ACT BROUGHT 
UPON HIM ETERNAL 
JUDGMENT. 


Pilate delivered Christ to death 
for. two reasons. One was to 
please the Jews, the other was 
to hold his office as Governor. 
Popularity and worldly advantage 
was the price for which he cruci- 
fied the Son of God. What hap- 
pened? Tiberius in 36 A.D. re- 
called Pilate from Jerusalem, and 
in 42 A.D. he was dismissed by 
the Emperor Caligula and accord- 
ing to Eusebius, Pilate died in 
exile a suicide. Thus Pilate lost 
the very things he sought after 
and for which he crucified: Christ, 
—his popularity and position. 

That, my friends, is what hap- 
pens to Pilate’s brother all 
through fhe centuries. It is hap- 
pening to Pitate’s brother in this 
audience. Tell me you who are 
rejecting Christ because you want 
to have a good time with your 


time? Are you happy-and satis- 
fied in the world and with your- 
self? You know you are not. You 
are missing the very thing you 
seek after, for you seek it in the 

wrong direction. Your  experi- 
ence is that of Pilate, your 
brother,

Saxon people had rio Sabbath un- 
til it was introduéed by Christian 
missionaries.

Christ Himself will overthrow the 
nations and set up His kingdom. 
In contradiction, the British-Israel 
people teach that England and 
America must rule the world, that 
we are “God’s battle axe.” Thus 
the British-Israel teaching vio- 
lates all true understanding of 
Bible prophecy. It is a doctrine.

The only way to be- 
lieve it is by a perversion of 
Scripture and by ignoring facts 
of history and science.
